The village of Clairville,in the township of Etobicoke, 


was named after the eldcst daughter of Jean Pepit 
de la Haye who made a survey and plan of the siii.s 


Christ Church,Anglican, was built on a part of lot forty 
in the fourth concession of Etobicoke, comprising lots a 
four and five on the south side of Toronto street, being K 
about one acre more or less. This property had been sec- J 
ured from the crown by one Sarah Powell on November the 
twenty-fifth 1615 and transferred tc Wiiliam Chisholm on 
June the twenty-third 1820 who sold it to Samuel Street 
March the eleventh 1826 who in turn sold it to Jean de la 
Haye on October the fifth 1840. The Congregational dew . 
nomination purchased it in the name of Rev. Samuel Harris 
on August the tenth 1841. On this property they erected 
a small church in which they worshiped for forty years. 

On May the twentieth 1882 they sold it to the Church of 
England for the sum of three hundred and twenty five dol- 
lars. The transfer was made into the name of Rev. O.P.Ford, 
the Anglican clergyman in charge of Woodbridge parish. 

On November the thirtieth 1882 a portion of the land was 
sold to William Peacock for the sum of fifty dollars and 
on April the eleventh 1887 another portion wes Sold to 
Mary E.Porter for seventy dollars. On the remaining prop- 
erty Christ Church was erected. It was a red brick struct- 
ure of Gothic architecture complete with nave, chancel 

and vestry and presented a beautiful appearance.

After the advent of the railway, Claireville like 
all villagesoff the line has had a struggle for 
existence. Fortunately its situation at the junction 
of five roads and from being surrounded by an excellent 
fariing district it has enabled the place to hold its 
own in spite of the seductions of the greater centres. 
It is still a tidy little hamlet, with its sehool, 
church, and other convenience of a county village. 

The land tho not exactly flowing with ailk ana honey was 
@ goodly land, a first rate soil covered with decidious & 
timber eubracing maple, beech, elm, basswood, hickory 
and oak, the truest indication of a fruitful soil. 

The land was good, it nis fatokia people that came in 

to possess it. Composeé aluost entirely of sn agri- 
cultural class, smell farmers and the Wilton of farm 
workmen, from England, Ireland and Scotland. There 

can be no better evidence of their thrift than that 

they were ahle to pay their passage out to this 

-country for themselves and faailies, an eight or

A public mee ag was called by the Reeve of Toronto 
Gore (will send the date of the meeting), ané séyeral 
‘suggestions were made as to what might be done or way of 
establishing a Community Hall. A committee was appointed 
to get options on property in the village. Mr, Living- 
stone's, Mr. Murphy's estate in Etobicoke, Mr. Bowman's 
and also the Chosed Friends Hall, were considered. They 
met again and decided to buy the Murphy estate for $400, 
and the old Temperance Hall for $180. A committee was 
-appointed to purchase these properties. This hall was to 
be open to the community for entertainment. The Toronto 
* Gore people were really most interested, as both Vaughn 
and Etobicoke townships have halls of their own, We have 
a splendid stage and equipment for producing plays. The 
Junior Farmers use this for their plays. Churches also 


make use of this hall for their entertainments, — 


The old Temperance Hall was built by the community, 
through the Sons of Temperance, ‘The Sons of Temperance 
ceased to. exist, and the hall automatically became the 
property of the organization, and was controlled and 
owned by the head office in Toronto. The Chosen Friends 
neweht this property res the Toronto head office, a 
in reality the people of the community had to buy back 
from them property that they had originally helped to buy.
